1. The following inforaatlon on Subject is in response 
to an oral request by ACSl Cl/AD for i<t. Gen. Davidson. 

L . Hubert Schruebbers is President of the west German 
Federal Office for the Protection of tne Coxistitution (Ef V) , 
the Federal level internal security organization. 



3. Schruebbers was born 3 November 1S07 in Reckling- 
hausen, North Rhein-westphailft , Germany, fle is a graduate 
lawyer, first serving as legal civil servant in Berlin 
beginning in 1935. From 1939 until bis provisional appoint- 
ment as Bf¥ President in 1955, Schruebbers held the post of 
prosecuting attorney in federal and state courts in the 
cities of Bochum, Dortmund, Uamm, Arnsberg, Cologne, Karls- 
ruhe, and Dusseldorf . Be served with the German Army from 
August 1943 to May 1946 attaining the rank of dergeant. In 
September 1944 he was captured and interned by the British 
and was released in May 1946. dchruebbers wus apj>olnted 
provisional President of the BfV in August 1955 upon the 
retirement of Hans Jess, successor to Otto John. On 19 
December 1955, he received the formal appointment. Prior 
to his BfV presidency, Schruebbers possessed neither 
experience nor technical knowledge of the Intelligence or 
security fields. 



4 . dchruebbers , who was never a member of the Nazi 
Party, has no announced political affiliation but as a 
Catholic and a conservative, be has leanings toward the 
C-uristian Democratic Union (CDU) , and also manages to 
maintain a good standing witi; the dociallst Party of 
Germany (SPD) . 
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5. Be speaJcs and understands a fax ' asount of Bnclisn, 
■sde visits to tbe United States In May of 1957, again In 
June of 1965 and sost recently in October of 1967. Be bns 
been in contact with nany American officials in Germany and 
bas consistently expressed an attitude of vholebearted 
cooperation with Allied agencies in Germany. Those who 
have bad contact with Schruebbers have found him to be a 
friendly and congenial individual. 
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
